5. That the Captain knows noth whatever of what has
become of the ship and “ pussengers,” but believes that both
bhave been burned together, inasmuch as the “ pussengers,”
being battened down, had no chunce of eseape.

Nine Days Later.

Arrival of the ‘‘ Lizzie Ross,” “D. C.
Murray " and “ M., E. Packer.”

By the arrival on Wendoesday last of the British
bark Lizzie Ross, 17 days from San Francisco, we
bave two days later papers than by the arriyal of
the Ajax.
